Tlio Traiismlislon or riiyslcul Defects. 
Color blindness is a condition which is 


certainly capable of transmission to tha 
progeny. In one family the males alone 
were affected through seven generations. 
Deafmutism 
is likewise hauded down 


ftom parent to child, while it has been 
clearly ascertained that the chances of the 
children being deaf is almost seven times 
greater when both parents are affected 
than when only one exhibits the ailment. 
More curious still, perhaps, are those cases 
in which we find what has been called the 
bemorrhagic (or bleeding) habit transmit- 
ted for generations. Here, owing proba- 
bly to some structural weakness in tha 
blood vessels, bleeding, even of a slight 
character, is witli difficulty arrested. 


As regards the appearance of this condi- 


tion in the offspring, it may be added that 
in one case which was thoroughly investi- 
gated three out of four males exhibited 
this condition in one generation, thirteen 
out of fourteen males showed this consti- 
tution in the next, while only ODO out of 
nine males was affected in the third. 
Douotless the tendency to bleeding was 
dying out iu the third generation, out that 
fact does not in the least invalidate the 
conclusions to be drawn from tho actual 
transmission of the malady in tho preced- 
ing generations.—Dr. Andrew Wilson in 
Harper's. 


Millions from African Mines. 


By calculation of the amount of the dia- 


mond bearing ground removed from each 
of the four big south Afiicans mines—the 
Knnberley, De Beers, Du Toits Pan and 
Bnltfontein, to date, and from the tnown 
average yield per ton in each, it is found 
that not less than 33,000,000 carats of dia- 
monds (or more than 6% tons weight) have 
been extracted from the four mines, real- 
izing over £40,000,000 or about $300,000,000. 
Tins enormous quantity of gems have gone 
to swell the world's supply for the pur- 
poses of luxury in taste, primarily, and a 
small proportion for use in the mechanical 
arts aud for scientific needs. 


To the great Kimberley mine, however, 


belongs the palm of wealth, and an ac-

on the Fort Wayne road, near Beaver, 
known by the very suggestive name of 
Economy, is a quaint village founded in 
1805 by a company of several hundred Get- 
mans, half of whom landed at Philadel- 
phia. They were brought over at the in- 
stigation of one Herr Rnpp, who had pro- 
ceded his religious followers to look up a 
suitable settlement. Five hundred of the 
beautiful and productive acres upon which 
these Economies then settled, upon which 
the remaining number, only about forty 
souls now, still abide, were at that time 
purchased from the grandfather of James 
G. Elaine. 


The town has one of the loveliest situa- 


tions imaginable. It begins on the very 
edge of a blufl overlooking the Ohio river. 
The streets are at right angles with the 
river's course, and prettily bordered with 
shade trees, back of which sit the prim 
nouses, commonly minus a front door, and 
so spaced that each household has its own 
kitchen garden.

conceived and executed was the famous 
A -izoua. diamond swindle of twenty years 
ago. About that time fabulous stories 
were circulated regarding the mineral rich- 
ness of New Mexico and Arizona, and 
many companies were organized to collect 
the diamonds, rubles, sapphires, emeralds 
and other gems which were said to abo",id 
theie. In 1870 it was represented In San 
Francisco that two men named Arnold and 
Slack hod found diamonds and other 
preciouE stones in KroatauantltlflHin AH. 
Koua. .amongsomBoi; tne ODJects shoim 
In confirmation were 18,000 carats of so 
called rubles and a large number oJ dia- 
monds, one of 108 carats weighi. 


The gems were displayed to investors in 


• scheme for exploiting tha region, and 
were deposited in the Bank of California 
for safe keeping. 
Heavy capitalists be- 


came deeply interested, and finally a party 
representing the investors and accompa- 
nied by experts of their own selection 
started out prospecting. Upon reaching 
the mountain to which they were guided 
every one picked up gems, and enthusiasm 
arose to a pitch corresponding. In a week 
1,000 carats of diamonds and 6,000 carats of 
rubies were gathered. 


Luckily, Clarence King, director of tho 


geological survey, thereupon made an ex- 
pedition to the fields, the result of which 
was an exposure of the affair. His inves- 
tigations proved that the whole buiiiness 
was a humbug; that the mines had been 
"salted" beforehand; that the supposed 
rubies ware ordinary garnets, and that the 
108-carat diamond was a piece of quartr,

I tnean those open 
gardens, composed of large, broad, sand- 
strewn alleys, of trellises, parterres, 
adorned only with a few delicate beds, de- 
fined by strips of box and edged with a fow 
flowers aid a few stunted trees, and In 
which you can, scarce distinguish summer 
from winter. 


"M. le Nbstre, who is quoted u the 


author of this sort of garden, vhich. it is 
asserted, he brought back from Italy, did, 
it is true, adapt it to the king's gardens, 
but he did not adapt it alone, for he added 
covered alleys, shaped woods, trees of lofty 
trunk, palisades and green shades. Th« 
majority of private persons, possessing 
neither sufficient ground nor sufficient 
means to /five their gardens all these orna- 
ments and keep them up, have only 
adopted its parterres, which require little 
time and expense, but in which walking Is 
out of the question throughout tha day, 
and in which ladies, regardful ot their 
complexion, would only venture to appear 
after sunset."—Garden and Forest.

comment on tho British infantry, "the 
best in the world, sire, but luckily few in 
number," is so often repeated in England. 


If New Zealand were as large as Australia 


it would supply the English, market, and 
Canada and the United States could hardly 
be expected to be grateful. Its average 
yield of wheat is twenty-six bushels to th« 
acre. It Is better adapted for raising the 
best kinds ol wool and mutton than eveti 
New South Wales, which truthfully boasts 
of having more sheep per capita than any 
other country under the sun; but then its 
runs and paddocks are not so vast, or aa 
capable of indefinite expansion. 


The amount of business done by its hand- 


ful of people—less than two-thirds of a 
million—is astonishing. For the lost few 
years the exports averaged sixty dollars per 
head, and for the year ending June 30,1889, 
they bod Increased about eight millions 
over the previous year. The imports are 
nearly as large. No wonder that Its ports 
are crowded with shipping.—G. M. Grant, 
In Harper's.

The Care of the Hair. 


The best hairdressers tell us that It Is 


quite an easy matter to -wash the hair too 
often and thereby destroy the -vital oils es- 
sential to its growth. The use of bay rum 
or any stimulants, or of borax or alkalis ol 
any kind, is condemned by some of the 
authorities. One of the best things foi 
washing the hair is the white of an egg, 
which is especially nourishing on account 
of the albumen which it contains. It 
should be rubbed thoroughly through 
every part of the hair and rinsed out with 
tepid water. It will require repeated rinu- 
ing before tue water ruua clear, but not 
until then is the process thoroughly ac- 
complished. 
When applying the white of the egg run 


it In with the tips of the fingers, touching 
every part of the scalp, and continue thta 
vigorous manipulation of the scalp for sev- 
eral minutes. Where any soap is used the 
best quality of white castile is alone allow- 
abla Some hair is so naturally dry and 
free from oil that a little pure vaseline 
nhould be applied alter it is wasted and 
dried. Other hair possesses enough natural 
oil in itself and does not require any such 
addition. Where the hair has become dead 
or does not grow vigorously, a preparation 
of rum and (ininine or some of the various 
tonics of quinine sold by trustworthy hair- 
dressers will be found valuable. 
There is an excellent cue which has In It, 


a portion of oil of neroll or the essential oil 
of bitter oranges as acomponent part. This 
gives a refreshing fragrance and is possess- 
ed of valuable tonic qualities. The halt 
should be clipped monthly. This assists 
the growth materially and stimulates it.— 
New York Tribune,
